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Response to Amendment 

The following is in response to the amendment filed on February 29, 2004. 
Claims 1-24 are allowed. 


Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to Applicant's arguments, the claims are allowed for the entire combination 
of claimed features, in particular because the feature of less than 30% initial dewatering on a 
forming roll having open volume, no suction, diameter less than 1400 mm, and wrap angle less 
than 7° is in combination with a central dewatering area comprising dewatering elements and 
forming elements, which includes at least a suction box immediately following the forming roll 
and forming strips opposite the suction box. This combination is not disclosed or suggested by 
prior art twin wire formers or any combination thereof. 

Also with respect to Applicant's arguments, it is recognized that the claimed forming 
strips are not the same as the spring blades disclosed by Jakkola. It is also recognized that the 
twin wire formers of the other cited references are configured to provide greater dewatering at 
the forming roll.
